HOT FIGHT WITH BANDITS. 

The Times publishes a story of a 
band of mounted Manchurian robbers 
surrounding a foraging party of the 
Jodpore Lancers and some Japanese 
Cavalry near Shan Kai Wan. One 
trooper escaped and brought reinforce- 
ments, who arrived just in time. In 
one house three men had been hemmed 
in, one shot dead, the house being aft- 
-erward fired and the two remaining 
troopers all but suffocated. Further 
on, thfee troopers were found defend- 
ing three wounded Indian coolies with 

y two or three cartridges remaining. 
Five Japanese infantry men and seven 
Manchurian bandits were killed, the 
rest escaping into a large village, from 
which a hot fire was opened. The next 
day a force of 100 cavalry and 400 in- 
fantry moved upon the village, but it 
was found to be deserted. 

DISTRESS IN SHEN SIL. 

With the increasing severity of the 
weather the distress caused by the 
famine in Shen Si increases. Over 100,- 
000 people are now said to be in dan- 
ger of perishing from cold and hunger. 
The stations established by the gover- 
nor of the province for the free dis- 
tribution of rice are inadequate and 
supplies intended for the relief of the 
starving are said to have been stolen 
by dishonest officials. 

CHRISTIANS PROTESTED. 

In Shantung province, Gov. Yuan 
has annulled the recantation pledges of 
native converts. In the province are 
20,000 Roman Catholic convents and 
15,000 Protestant natives. Last July 
proclamations were issued throughout 
Shantung calling upon all Christians 
to recant. Gov. Yuan has also issued 
a proclamation warning the natives 
against molesting missionaries or con- 
verts.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 
GOOD NEWS FOR NAVY.

(Ind.) of Molokai offered a resolution 
requesting him to leave. The resolu- 
tion set forth that his presence on the 
floor was a violation of the rule that 
the three de ts of government, 
judicial, executive and legislative 
must be Kept separate, and it was 
urged in debate that Gov. Dole had 
put Cooper where he was with a view 
to intimidating members by letting 
them see that the executive officer 
was taking a stenographic report of

GRAND JURY REPORT ON THE 
STOCKADE CAMP.

Illegal Arrests and Inhuman Treat- 
ment of Negroes in Anderson County. 
Charges Made Against Three of the

COLUMBIA (8. C.,) March 7.~—The 
grand jury of Anderson county made 
its report to Judge Bennett and de- 
clared that a practical ens'avement of 
negroes has been conducted in thax 
county. The presentment was prepared 
by a special commission which visited 
the convict stockade camp in Anderson 
county, and, it is alleged, found con- 
fined there negroes guiltless of any f¢l- 
ony, but undergoing a term of servitude 
under voluntary. contracts which they 
had signed in partial ignorance. The 
charge of false imprisonment was made 
against J. S. Fowler, P. D. Alien and 
W. O. Hammond, three of the largest 
planters and most influential men in 
Anderson county. The grand jury de- 
clared that three men who employ con- 
victs from the State were also keeping 
confined in their stockades negroes who 
for some petty cause had been sent 
there, although convicted by no officer 


of the law. 

negroes in the county are under 
the impression that all labor contracts 
now in existence are practically nulli- 
fied by the action of the court, and 
there is a general state of demoraliza- 
tion just at the time when crops are be 
ing planted. 

Judge Bennett, in speaking to the 
grand jury after the report had been 
presented, resented the alleged interfer- 
ence of certain newspapers c ing .o 
have made an exposure of conditions n 
Anderson county.

Help Rebels. 
Chief Almida Levies 
Taxes for Two. 


“Amigo” Catalino Landayan a 
Stool Pigeon of the En- 
emy’s Forces.

~WASHINGTON, March 7.—A large 
mail has been received at the War De- 
partment from Gen. MacArthur. It 
includes the record of many cases of 
murder, treason and other high crimes 
and misdemeanors on the part of na- 
tive Filipinos. 

A native named Almida 
was convicted by a military commis- 
sion officiad of flagrant viplation of the 
laws of war, and sentenced to herd 
labor, for twenty years, and to pay a 
fine of 20,000 pesos. Gen. MacArthur 
commuted the sentence to deportation 
to Guam. It appears from the _ evi- 
dence that Almida was the principal 


occupation of that province, holding 
office from the i onary junta. 
In that official capacity he called on 
the officer commanding the American 
forces ard offered his services to aid 
in the work of pacification of the 
province. His offer was accepted in 
good faith, and he was allowed to 
continue in office. 

While thus acting the role of a 
friend of the American  cavée, the 
presidente* and those under him in 
authority were with a common and 
gecret understanding actually admin- 
istering their offices under the orders 
and direct interest of the insurrection- 
ary chiefs. Whenever they collected 
lawfully impost taxes, they also sought 
to impose and collect a like or larger 
amount of taxes for the benefit of the 
insurgent forces, and in some in- 
stances they diverted the public funds 
derived from taxes legitimately col- 
lected to the same treasonable use. 

Another case of treachery reported 
by Gen. MacArthur is that of Cata- 
lino Landayan, who was convicted by 
a military commission of violating the 
laws of war, and giving intelligence 
to the enemy, and sentenced to 
fifteen years’ confinement at hard 
labor, Gen. MacArthur says that the 
evidence in the case shows that the

TESLA HAS DOUBTS. 


Does Not Think the New Becquerel 
Rays Will Be Useful in Wireless 
Telegraphy. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
NEW YORK, March 8.—Digcussing 
the discovery in Bertin of the Bec 
querel rays, reported to the State De- 
partment by the United States Con- 
sul at Berlin, Prof. Nikola Tesla 


says: 

“I am aware of the Becquetel _re- 
sults and also of the discoveries of 
Currie with respect to the properties 


coverers, in presenting their report at 
that time, conjectured that some othe? 
element might be responsible for the 
phenomenon observed. 

“I do not believe that this discovery 
will be useful in wireless telegraphy. 
As a matter of fact, I think that 
telegraphing with rays in general is 
of little practical value. The Hertzian 
telegraphy will soon be abandoned, as 
experiments have shown it to be lim- 
ited to short distances, and that, for 
other reasons, it is incapable of a 
valuable application for practical com- 
mercial use. 

“In my pepers on the Lennard and 
Roentgen rays, which were published 
in the Electrical Review two years 
ago, I advanced a theory which is now 
beginning to be appreciated by scien- 
tifie men. I contended that all 
sources of radiant energy, including 
the sun and bodies at an appreciably 
high temperature, throw off minute 
particles of matter. I explained that 
this matter—as was evident from my 
experiments—was of s0me primal 
form, being split up in particles much 
emaller than ordinary atoma.. 

“I have since made interesting dis- 
coveries in regard to this projected 
matter which I hope to bring before 
the scientific world when completed. 
As to the value of the new ray as a 
test for dlamonds, there are a number 
of ways to tell good diamonds from 
bad, but the most reliable method is 
that which is practiced by expert 
jewelers.”

COAST ROAD. 
Southern Pacific's New 
Line to Begin Opera- 
tions This Month.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 
7.—The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany announced today offici- 
ally the opening of its new 
coast line, between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles, for 
March 31. The newline adds 
a second direct route between 
the two cities. It is about a 
mile shorter than the line via 
Fresno, the distance being a 
little over 481 miles. This 

project has been under con- 
sideration for nearly twenty 
years, but engineering diffi- 
culties, now overcome, have 
prevented the line from being 
.com pleted. 

The new line passes through 
San Jose, thence through the 
San Lucia mountains and San 
Luis. Obispo, cuts across 
Point Concepcion, through 
Santa Barbara to Los Ange- 
les. It follows the trail of the 
Franciscan friara who first 

, settled California, and nearly 
all the old missions areon the 
line. For one hundred miles 
the road follows along the 
tops of the cliffs of the Pacific 
Ocean within a stone’s throw 
of the water. The road is 
solidly built and constructed 
for fast traveling.

FLASHES FROM THE WIRRS 


The Illinois Electric Vehicle Com- 
pany’s automobiles are running again 
at Chicago.

There is great activity in political 
circles at Rio de Janeiro in anticipation 
of the coming Presidential election.

Chancellor Von Buelow's speech in 
the German Reichstag Tuesday on An.

They express the opinion that 
the Chancellor's policy is tending more 
and more to compromise the solidity of 
the good relations existing between 
Russia and Germany.

SALT LAKE ROAD WORK MUST BE 
‘DONE OVER AGAIN. 
‘Code Commission ang Executive Ap- 
prove of New Measure, Which Will 
Be Rushed Through—Passes Senate 

and Goes to House Today. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

SACRAMENTO, March 7.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Owing to objections 
raised by the Governor to the bill 
4 two days aro for the benefit of 

the proposed Salt Lake Raliroad, it be- 
came necessary to introduce today an 
entirély new bill, covering the same 
subject, and this new bill will be sent 
through both houses with a rush. Ferd 
K. Rule who is here in the interest 
of the new railroad, saw the Executive 
this morning, and asked as to the 
probability of its being approved. The 
Governor at once informed him that in 
its present form the Dill is objectiona- 
ble. and pointed out its objectionable 
features. There was nothing to do but 
to draft a new bill, which would meet 
the Governor's approval, and that was 


done at once. The new Dill was sub-— 


mitted to the members of the Code 
Commission, and to those of the State 
Commission in Lunacy, and was ap- 
proved by both bodies. It also has 
the approval of the Executive. 

Like the* first bill, it provides that 
the board of managers of the Southern 
California State Hospital at Highland 
may sel] to the Salt Lake road a right 
of way sixty feet wide through the 
hospital grounds and adjoining the 
right of way. of the Santa Fé Rail- 
road. The provision for five acres for 
a depot site is eliminated. It is pro- 
vided that the deed must be submitted 
to and approved by the State Com- 
mission:in Lunacy before it shall be 
binding. Another section of the bill 
provides that the right of way shal! be 
used for railroad purposes only, and 
that if the grantee ceases to use it 
for such, it shall revert to the State. 

The new bill was introduced in the 
Senate this afternoon by Senator Cald- 
well, and under a suspension of the 
Constitution, it was read three times 
and passed. It was then sent to print 
with a rush order, and wil! be deliv- 
ered to th. Assembly tomorrow.

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BUNSBYAN OPINION. 

Le Gaulois, one of the leading 
mewspapers of Paris, commenting on 
the President's inaugural address, as- 
tutely observes that “daily it becomes 
more plain that President McKinley 
fmtends at the present time to repudi- 
ate the policy of expansion and im- 
pertalism and to return to the modera-. 
tion which accords better with his tem- 
perament and ideas!” 

The President's address has evoked 
all sorts of comment from our more or 
less esteemed cotemporaries on the 
other side of the water; but that above 
quoted is entitled to the first prize for 
silliness. It shows a misunderstanding 
of the President, his purposes and his 
policies, so prcfound as to be utterly 
hopeless. The sapient remarks of Le 
Gaulois, however, are about as true 
and about as sensible as those of nine- 
tenths of the would-be critics of the 
President im thie country. There is 
this difference, however, in favor of 
the French journal: Its foolish re- 
marks undoubtedly arise from igno- 
rance of the subject, while our home 
product of secif-constituted critics are 
animated by pure cussedness. 

It,is needless to say that the Pres!- 
dent repudiates no policy that he has 
heretofore achered to; nor is there a 
Sentence or a word in his inaugural 
addrees which weuld lend color to the 
supposition that he contemplates re- 
pudiation of any policy, plan, principle 
or mode of procedure. As to the pol- 
fey of trade and territorial expansion, 
he stands in the same position today 
that he has occupied from the first: a 
position which the American people 
have recently indorsed by the largest 
popular majority ever given to any 
candidate in the world’s history. As 
regards the alleged policy of “impe- 
rialism,” the President cannot contem- 
plate repudiating it, for the very good 
reason that he has never for a mo- 
ment entertai any such policy. A 
thing which no existence can 
hardly be repudiated. 

The would-be critics of the President 
will seck in vain to find just ground 
for criticism of his course in the mat- 
ter of the Philippines, of Cuba. or of 
Porto Rico. Throughout the processes 
of the evolution and the solution of 
these difficult problems, the President's 
attitude and course of action have 
been manifestly inspired by the loftiest 
of patriotism, the highest of states- 
manship, a keen sense of justice, and 
a@ desire to conserve and uphold the 
most perfect ideals of liberty under 
constitutional law. The measly fau!t- 
finders who seek to impugn his mo- 
tives and to belittle his achievements, 
only succeed in attracting public at- 
tention to their own littleness and 
meanness. 


HE MYSTERIOUS EAST. 

_ Notwithstanding the vast amount 
of men, money and supplies that have 
been sent to China by the allied pow- 
ers during the past year, and the 
thousands-of columns of news and 
illustrations that have been forwarded 
by active and enterprising correspond- 
ents, the outside world today really 
Knows little more about the interior of 
China than it did in the days of Marco 
Polo. To all intents and purposes, the 
interior of this great empire, which 
contains nearly one-third of the popu- 
lation of the globe, is still a terra tn- 
cognita—the “mysterious East.” What 
we have so far done in the way of ex- 
ploration, apart from the enterprise of 
a few venturesome missionaries, !s 
about the same as if a band of Eu- 
ropeans should land in New York and 


make an excursion to Buffalo. 

An incident recently mentioned by 
the Santa Barbara correspondent of 
The Times throws a striking and in- 
teresting light on the lack of know!l- 
edge possessed by a great proportion 
of the Chinese themselves in regard to 
their own country, and to events which 
there transpire, outside of their own 
immediate surroundings. A prominent 
Chinese merchant of the Channel City, 
who has been visiting in China for a 
year or more, returned to California. 
bringing with him a son, who was re- 
fused admittance, and detained by the 
authorities in San Francisco. The Chi- 
mamen in vain endeavored to secure 
his release. He had, it appears, never 
heard anything about the Chinese ex- 
elusion act. and, more wonderful still, 
he had never learned, until he was told 
of it tn California, that a war had been 
fn progress in China between his coun- 
try and the allies. 

What are we going to do with such 
@ people as this, and with such a 
country?

LIVE CULTURE. 

A self-syndicated writer on agri- 
cultural topics, named Joel Shoemaker, 
who now, we believe, makes his home 
somewhere in the State of Washing- 
ton, whence he inundates the press 
with typewritten matter of greater or 
less importance, has procured to be 
published in several exchanges— 
among others the Riverside Press aud 
the Anaheim Gazette—an article cn 
olive culture, in the course of which 
he says: 

“In fifteen counties of Southern Cal- 
ifornia there are successful olive 
groves consisting of more than seév- 
enty varieties. The growers report 
having immense sales for the fruit in 
all forms, and the oils are taken in 
many places in preference to the im- 
ported. The profits from an olive or- 
ehard are greater than from any other 
fruit, and the demand for Olive prod- 
ucts increases every year. There are 
many thousands of acres in this coun- 
try that might be devoted to olive cul- 
ture and the industry become as im- 
portant as any of the special foreign 
fruits.” 

This is misleading in the highest de- 
gree, not to say absolutely false. So 
far from the profits of an olive orchard 
being greater than from any other 
fruit, the reverse is true, there being 
scarcely any other fruit raised in 
Southern California that has been so 
disappointing to the fruit growers dur- 
ing the past few years. So much is 
this the case that a number of grow- 
ers have rooted up and abandoned 
their trees, while only a few monthe 
ago, at the request of the olive men, an 
expert was sent out by the University 
of California to discover why the in- 
dustry was a failure. The growers 
complain that, firstly, the trees in 
many instances refuse to Bear, and 
that, secondly, when they did get a 
crop they are unable to market the 
product at a profit. 

This season the outlook for the olive 
industry in Southern California Is 
much more encouraging. The Times 
firmly believes, as it has always be- 
lieved, that before long olive growing 
will take its place among the tmpor- 
tant and successful horticultural in- 
dustries of the State. At present, how- 
ever, it g in an embryo stage, and 
any person would be foolish to plant 
thousands of acres to olives until the 
facts in regard to the successful cul- 
ture of the fruit are better unders 3 

Papers published in Southern Cali- 
fornia, where the olive has been so ex- 
tensively planted during the past ten 
years, should know better than to 
priet such misleading articles as the 
one above referred to. 


ADICAL IMPERIALISM. 

Americans are apt to take it for 
granted, as a matter of course, that the 
United States has made more progress 
in the line of social reforms and the 
amelioration of the condition of the 
mass of the people than any other 
country under the sun. A glance at 
what has been accomplished in an- 
other and younger country, on the 
other side of the globe, !s calculated 
to upset this idea, and to give the 
proud and patriotic American some- 
thing of a shock. 

In a general way, educated Amer- 
jeans are aware that the Australian. 
colonies have mado wonderful strides 
of late along the path of civilization, 
that we are indebted to them for the 
Australian ballot, and for the Torrens 
system of land transfers, which has 
been adopted in several of the States 
and is being much talked of in others. 
Some interesting particulars in regard 
to the radical reforms in land legisla- 
tion adopted in New Zealand have been 
given by Frank Carpenter in his letters 
published in the Sunday Times. Some 
of these ideas we should be inclined to 
regard as socialistic, but they seem to 
have worked well down there. The 
government was faced with the prob- 
lem of breaking up the immense tracts 
of land which had been acquired by a 
few individuals, Who devojed them en- 
tirely to sheep raising, so that the 
growth of the population was slow. 
Thereupon a set of land laws was 
framed which quickly resulted in the 
subdivision of many of these large 
tracts. The government compelled the 
owners to sell land to itself, whenever 
they were called upon to do so, at a 
valuation of 10 per cent. above that 
placed upon the land by the owner for 
taxation. Then the taxes on land es- 
tates were increased In proportion to 
the extent of the property, with a 
further increase in case the owner 
lives outside the country tn which his 
land is situated. At the same time, the- 
taxation on small tracts was greatly 
reduced, and in cases of property val- 
ued at less than $2500 no taxes at all are 
paid. The value of the !mprovements 
is deducted from the assessed valua- 
tion of the land. This is one of Henry 
George's theories, which has been 
widely advocated by some people in 
this country. The land thus acquired 
by the government is subdivided and 
sold to actual settlers at cost, on long 
time, with interest at 5 per cent., or 
the land is ‘ceased at this low interest 


to assist in building houses and fences. 


It is not only the settlers on land 
whose interests have been looked after 
by the government of New Zealand. 
There is a woman inspector of fac- 
tories, connected With the government 
labor bureau, whose business it is to 
visit the shops, factories and work- 
rooms where women are employed, and 
see that the laws concerning them are 
carried out. Women and children are 
forbidden by law to put in more than 
fifty-two hours’ a week, and every 
week must have its half-holiday, ex- 
clusive of Sunday. The vernment 
also has laws against in “sweat 
shops,” one of which provides that all 
factories shall have proper sanitary 
arrangements. Every saleswoman ina 
store must also be granted a weekly 
half-holiday, and the girls must have 
seats in the stores and be allowed to 
use them. It is scarcely necessary to 
add that in New Zealand women have 
the right to vote, although they can- 
not be elected to the Legislature. 

This by no means entirely covers 
the reforms that have been introduced 
yi Zealand. Some interesting in- 

rmation on this subject is furnished 
in a book recently published entitled 
“Newest England,” by Henry Demarest 
Lloyd, who spent a large part of the 
year 1899 in the Australian colonies. 
Among other things, he shows that 
while we in the United States have 
been talking about good roads, New 
Zealand has solved the problem and 
has built good roads, good bridges and 
good public buildings by going di- 
rectly to the people and not dealing 
with contractors. The middlemen’s 
profits are also saved to the producer 
in selling the produce of the farm in 
London through governmental agency. 
He ships his goods to a governmental 
depot on the seacoast, where they are 
inspected, and, if found up to grade, Le 
can have a part of his money advanced 
on them. The railroads belonging to 
the people, the products of the smallest 
farms are hauled to market at the 
same rate as the products of the larg- 
est factory. The State insures its 
laboring people and gives every man 
and woman over sixty-five years of 
age a pension of $5 a week, the only 
requirements being that they shal! be 
needy and deserving. 

Some of these ideas of an !mperia) 
colony would doubtless be considered 
too radical in this independent repub- 
lic, where we are in some respects 
really more conservative than we 
sometimes think we are, but all the 
same we might gather good sugges- 
tions from this remote island of the 
south seas, especially in regard to the 
settlement of the land. And, by the 
way, if this young offshoot of an em- 


providing homes for its people, surely 
a great republic need not fear to un- 
dertake the task of irrigating the arid 
lands which it owns,-and so maké pro- 
ductive homes for millions of Its cit- 
izens. 


AND OWNERSHIP IN IRELAND. 

King Edward VII, in his address 
from the throne, referred among other 
things to the necessity for additional 
legislation touching the sale of lands 
in Ireland by absentee landlords to oc- 
cupying tenants. There is now a law, 
which has been in operatiGn for some 
years past, providing for and regulat- 
ing sales of this kind, partly by gov- 
ernment aid. Under this law many of 
the Irish tenant farmers have been 
enabled to acquire possession of the 
land which they occupied. The law as 
it stands is very favorable to the ten- 
ant who desires to purchase, but the 
principal difficulty appears to Ie in the 
disinclination of some of the landlords 
to sell their estates. There is of course 
no way to compel the landlords to sell, 
but the Salisbury ministry is consid- 
ering an extension of the land-pur- 
chase plan which, it is hoped, will be 
mutually advantageous to sellers and 
buyers. 

Under the present plan, money is 
lent to the tenant out of a special fund 
provided by Parliamentary appropria- 
tion. The usual price paid is equal to 
the ordinary rent for a period of sev- 
enteen years. The purchase price is 
repaid to the government by the ten- 
ant in ninety-eight semi-annual in- 
stallments, which are about one-half 
the rent formerly paid. The tenants or 
their heirs thus acquire full title to the 
land in forty-nine years, paying much 
less therefor than they would have 
paid in rent. : 

This law went into effect in 1885, 
under Gladstone's ministry. Since that 
time about 30,000 tenants have become 
landed proprietors, and the govern- 
ment has advanced to them, for the 
purchase of the land, something like 
$82,600,000. This is a large amount of 
money, but it is proposed by a Con- 
servative member of Parliament from 
Ulster, T. W. Russell, to extend the 
land-purchase plan into a scheme of 
universal tenant ownership, which 
would necessitate the pledging of the 
imperial credit to the extent of about 
$486,000,000. Mr. Russell further pro- 
poses that the government shall offer 
a bonus, to be added to the purchase 
price, in order to induce landlords to 
dispose of their holdings. 

Some of the Irish members of Par- 
liament demand the enactment of a 
law which will compel every landlord 
to sell his property to his tenants 
whether he desires to do so or not. 
Legislation of so radical a nature is 
improbable. The British Parliament 
can hardly be imagined as lending 
itself to a scheme so manifestly unjust. 
But it is probable that some plan will 
be devised by which an Increasing 
number of Irish tenants can become 
their own landlords. The money in- 
vested by the English government in 
this beneficent work is money well in- 
vested. It is like “bread cast upon the 
waters,” and it will surely not be 
wasted. For in proportion as the ten- 
ant classes in Ireland become land 
owners, they will gain In contentment 
and prosperity. Many of the {lls which

BRIG.-GEN. GOBIN DEFENDING 
PENNSYLVANIA MILITIA. 


Says the Present Complaint Against 
the Guardsmen Grows Out of the 
Over-officiousness of the Custodians 
of the Peace Sixteen Years Ago. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) March 7.—({Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The charges made 
against the guardsmen of Pennsy!vania 
by the authorities at Washington and 
the announcement that the government 
will likely hold the State responsible 
for all damage done has created a fu- 
rore throughout Pennsylvania. Brig.- 
Gen. J. P. 8. Gobin of the Third Penn- 
sylvania Brigade tonight came out 
with a bitter statement scoring the 
Washington police for hounding the 
Pennsylvania boys. 

While Gen. Gobin does not say that 

the soldiers had cause for opposing the 
police on this occasion, he intimates 
plainly that the trouble is of long 
standing. He says: 
“The difficulty occurred through over- 
officiousness on the part of the pulice, 
who have been at odds with the troopers 
since the first Cleveland inauguration 
sixteen years ago. Quite a number of 
the men made the mistake at the time 
of wearing too light shoes. As a result 
their feetsgot wet and sore during the 
march nd they were lamed. Their 
company commanders ordered them to 
Grop out of the ranks and return to 
their barracks. When the men sought 
to get under the ropes to the pave- 
ments, they were prevented by the 
police, although civilians were given 
such permission. There was a clash, 
and the Washington lice have not 
forgotten it, nor have the Pennsylvania 
soldiers.” 

While Gen. Gobin does not specify it, 
the Pennsylvania boys on this occasion 
caught the Chief of Police of Washing- 
ton, disarmed him, and tossed him in 
a blanket.

OUT HIS STOMACH. 


Rare and Dangerous Surgical Opera- 
tion Successfully Performed on L. J. 
McKenna at New York. 

IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED FRESS—A. Mt 
NEW YORK, March 7.—Lewis J. 
McKenna, a clerk in an insurance 
company, is in St. Luke’s Hospital re- 
sulting from a surgical operation, one 
of the rarest known to modern medi- 
cal ecience. The operation is known 
as gastro anterostomy, and consists 
of removing the patient's stamach, 
cutting away the pylorus and several 
malignant growths in its vicinity and 
restoring the stomach to its former 
place. McKenna was resting easy iast 
night and the physicians say that if 
the present improvement continues he 
will be up in a week. 

McKenna complained some months 
ago of severe pains in his stomach and 
was troubled A tube 
inserted through his esophagus into 
his stomach unos 2 a total disappear- 
ance of all acids and a destruction of 
the pepsin, making digestion impos- 
sible. Food taken into the stomach 
was taken out seventeen hours later 
in practically the same condition as 
before. This condition called for an 
examination, which disclosed a tumor 
as big as a hen's egg and a system- 
atic degeneration of the pancreas. 

The patient was thereupon prepared 
for the operation. A vertical incision 
about five inches long was made in 
the abdomen and through the growth, 
the exposed pylorus showing a tumor 
outside of the stomach. An incision 
was then made into the stomach, and 
inside was found a cancerous growth, 
the size of a large orange. ~ 

The stomach was cut away from the 
intestines and the organ was lifted 
completely out of its place and laid on 
a cushion of antiseptic cloths placed on 
the patient's chest. Then the surgeons 
cut away the tumor and cut off the 
pylorus, the other growth being also 
thoroughly cutaway. The stomach waa 
then put back into its accustomed 
place, having been joined to the in- 
testines with silk suture. 

But little blood was apparent

Creating a Demand. 


NE would suppose from reading 
some of the horticultural and 
trades papers, that prunes were an 
unknown food among eastern consum- 


ere of fruit. In one of these papers it 
tis gravely announced that con- 
sumer is not complaining about the 


price of prunes. The trouble is that 
not enough consumers know what a 
prune is, or how to prepare it for the 
table.” It is somewhat mysterious 
what has become of the enormous 
crops of prunes raised in this State 
heretofore, if they are so little known 
to the consumers of cured fruits. The 
voting of $200,000 by the members of 
the Cured Fruit Association for the 
purpose of advertising prunes with the 
hope of “creating a demand” and 
“getting the 70,000,000 pounds now in 
the warehouses unsold, out of the way 
of the next crop.” is characterized in 
many of the papers as the most im- 
portant step the prune association has 
yet taken. It is stated furthermore 
that prunes are certainly cheap enough 
now, and that the consumptive defmand 
would not be stimulated by a further 
reduction in price. Most of this talk 
seeme idle to the fruit growers of 
Southern California. They know that 
a demand cannot be created for or- 
anges and lemons by advertising the 
merits of these fruits alone, hence it 
cannot be done by that means for 
prunes. They know that their fruit 
must be put before the consumers and 


offered for sale in competition with ap- 


ples, bananas.and all other fruits im- 
ported and domestic that are in season 
while citrus fruits are. Experience has 
taught the southern growers that they 
‘cannot fix the price in California that 
the consumers must vay in the East 
to get the fruit. Ali these points have 
been fought out and settied in South- 

California, resulting in the con- 
siatben that the growers who put their 
own fruit upon the market will get 
just what it is worth delivered. They 
do not expect more and will not ac- 
cept less. This wise conclusion should 
be adopted by the prune growers 
their attempt to do business on any 


other basis cannot succeed. 
As to Advertising. 

Now that the stockholders of the 
prune association have decided by @ 
vot2 almost unanimous to turn $200,000 
into the hands of their directors to be 
used for advertising the merits of the 
prune, no doubt the board will have a 
choice assortment ef schemes offered 
whereby the prune may have its qual- 
ities set forth in the most attractive 
sty'e. No such a vote of confidence 
could have carried had there been rea- 
gonable activity in the prune markets. 
That fruit had run up against an enor- 
gnous output of home-dried fruits. in 
the East—the greatest I have ever 
geen—and prunes went dead at the pro- 


prices the association had fixed 


at this end of the line in the face of 
the fact that the East has perhaps never 
had such a general or abundant fruit 
as was raised there last summer. 
In the pause of three months of inac- 
tivity something had to be done, and 
somebody thought advertising would 
do it. I am reminded of the western 
funeral held without minister, exhorter 
or undertaker. In the inevitable pause 
that always occurs at the last moment 
a bystander started around with the 
hat, remarking that “something reli- 
gious must be done.” I believe a Los 
Angeles paper had the honor of sug- 
gesting a collection among the prune 
growers. Everybody chipped in, and if 
the advertising plan succeeds a local 
fruit journal should have the honor of 
bringing a great industry through a 
most critical stage: if it fail, that jour- 
nal should still have the distinction of 
suggesting the only plan that has been 


propused with ‘Any probability of suc-:

California's Peach Crop. 

I have examined many orchards and 
inquired of many deciduous fruit grow- 
ers to learn something of the general 

ts of the coming peach crop in 
Southern California. With zero weather 
in the entire Upper Mississipp! Valley 
on the 6th day of March the condition 
of the deciduous fruit orchards of this 
par* of the State may become a matter 
of decided importance. |! have stated 
that the peach crop was phenomenal 
in the Bast last year wherever I trav- 
eled. Beyond this, in Delaware, the 
fruit was so plentiful that after ship- 
ping had become unprofitable and 
ceased altogether. when immense 
quantities had been dried and canned, 
the distilleries were then offered ten 
times as much fruit as they could turn 
into brandy. 
were supplied by their nearby or- 
chards—a new experince to those mar- 
kets. Everywhere the same condition 
appeared—fruit enough and to spare. 
Incidentally, is it any wonder that 
prunes and raisins will not sell, or that 
oranges must meet competition from 
hundreds of thousands of home larders 
filled with fruits home-dried, preserved 
and canned? I learn that the peach 
and apricot orchards of Southern Cali- 
fornia are in their normal condition. 
There is no appearance of sour sap or 
other diseases, and the bloom bids fair 
to come out abundantiy and far be- 
yond the period cf frosts. Should the 
present blizzard kill the tender fruits 
generally in the East it will come 
nearer solving the sufplus prune and 
raisin problem than all the schemes 
that may be set afoot from this end of 
the line, but it will not do last season's 
crop of these fruits a valuable turn. 

One Crop Sure. 

J. H. Hale says of the coming peach 
crop of Georgia, which is not a drop 
in the bucket if the northern crop is 
killed, ““‘We may get hit in March, but 
I feel eo confident of a crop that I 
have already started in making up 
crates for the 250-car yield we hope to 
ship out of the Hale orchard this sea- 
gon, If we miss it, why it is only 365 
days to another year, but, bet yer life. 
honey, we ain't a-going to miss it.” 
The orange growers whose fruit is 
not keeping like Grindstone apples 
should adopt Mr. Hale's cheerful view. 
Only tn their it is the 365. days of 
warm, Gry weather that deteriorated 
the present crop. An entire winter 
without even a white frost was the

trees. 


young fruit of the present crop had to 
develop. And it was a dry period, fol- 
lowed by a long dry summer. It is 
different now. The second day of last 
January brought the orange trees to 
a level n, and the coming crop 
will show ‘a big improvement. And 
then it rained this winter. “Bet yer 
life, honey,” is a little slangy, from 
the greatest peach grower, but it ex- 
presses the sentimént of the citrus- 
fruit growers. “We ain't a-going to 
miss it” again. 


Atout to Be Pinched. 

The Fruit World is threatened with 
prosecution, because it has stated that 
one 8. L. Watkins is too much like cold 
molasses in his response in filling cash 
orders for trees, plants, etc. Mr. Wat- 
kins’s alleged delinquencies have not 
come under my personal observation, 
and I do not know what the merits 
of the controversy may be, but I do 
know that every intelligent’ tree 
planter can tell whether a nurseryman 
is a downright fra@ed. A few of them 
are. Planters should study their nur- 
serymen’s methods and watch out for 


mistakes in ordering and filling orders. 


Unless their nurseryman is methodical 
in his work, orderly in his arrange- 
ments for keeping his varieties prop- 
erly marked, and careful in all the 
details, don’t waste your time with 
him. If careless propagators offer trees 
and plants at a certain price add 10 
per cent. to it and buy of a nursery- 
man who will not fool you, even inad- 
vertently. Millions of dollars have been 
lost in California by dealing with un- 
reliable nurserymen and tree dealers, 
and the Fruit World will not lose any 
frionds by exposing the queer methods 
of the tree dealers of California, many 
of whom never raised a tree in their 
career. There is another weekly farm 
paper that is very efficient in exposing 
these frauds. It will not receive a 
questiogable nursery announcement, 
which is a most effective way of pro- 
tecting its patrons from dishonest 
dealers. 

Strychnine vs, Linnet. 

Every spring awakens in the decidu- 
ous-fruit grower the dread of linnets. 
These little pests swarm over the apri- 
cot trees about budding-out time, and 
their path is marked by devastation. 
I am glad to receive a practical note 
from W. M. Bristol about Iinnets. 
Their destruction is of importance to 
the kitchen garden, to the wealthy 
householder who cultivates a variety 
of fruits about his place just for show, 
to the orchardist who depends largely 
upon the products of his deciduous- 
fruit trees for his living, but more es- 
pecially does the small, grower or‘ttown 
orchardist cry out for the destruction 
of linnets because of their ravages, all 
out of proportion to the trees he has. 
Mr. Bristol writes: 

“At every gathering of California 
fruit growers, the question, ‘How shall 
we siay the jinnet?’ comes up for dis- 
cussion. And nearly every time the 
answer is, ‘With the shotgun and with 
poisoned water.’ 

“The shotgun method is an expensive 

one, and unless the shooting is done by 
careful persons, other birds resembling 
the linnet are likely to suffer. Water 
in which strychnine has been dissolved, 
has been used with good results by J. 
W. Mills at the Pomona experiment 
station, the water being put in shallow 
Gishes in the orchard. It should be 
noted, however, that there is very little 
water to which the birds have access 
in that neighborhood, and this may ac. 
count for the heavy mortality which 
Mr. Mills reports. In a district having 
natural streams and open conduits the 
method seems less effective. 
“There is another system of admin- 
istering the poison, however, which 
has been tried with promising results. 
It is based on the facts that the birds 
are fruit eaters and that during the 
season of swelling apricot buds there 
is little or no fruit accessible. Hence 
it is that halved oranges, the cut sur- 
faces of which have been plentifully 
powdered with strychnine, are very at- 
tractive to the littl marauders when 
stuck on stubs of limbs in the budding 
There were over 400 casualties 
in my five apricot trees last spring in 
consequence of the practice, and this 
does not include those that fell out of 
bounds. The scheme originated with 
some Californian whose habitation and 
name I cannot now recall, but it is a 
good one and should come into genera] 
use,”

Too Quickly Available. 


0. L. Gridley of Pacific Beach thinks 
the fertilizer cuts a heavy figure in 
the economy of orange and lemon 
growing. Out of all this discussion 
much good must come, at least in the 
way of suggestion, and I am pleased to 
see the farmers availing themselves of 
the use of this department so freely. 
Mr. Gridley says: 

“On the farm page of The Times of 
March ist among the Notes Afield is 
4 paragraph under the heading—‘‘Dis- 
cussing Fertilizers,” which I think de- 
serves more than passing notice. } 
auote: ‘For the first time one hears 
the average farmer discussing the 
vrobability of having used fertilizers 
too quickly available, causing the treé 
to exercise its functions by fits and 
starts, instead of by. the steady-going 


gait that is known to produce the best 


results.’ 

“This paragraph is written regarding 
the orange, but I think will apply to 
the lemon also. I am writing from the 
standpoint of the lemon growers. I 
do not think there is any dowbt but 
what our own orchard has suffered 
from this very thing. Some months 
ago I applied a quantity of cow manure 
hrought from a neighboring dairy—this 
Was manure pure and simple—unmixed 
with straw or other bedding. It was 
also very finely comminuted. This appl'- 
cation was followed by irrigation. I 
was amazed to see how quickly the 
trees responded and to see how quickly 
they took up ihe fertilizer. We have 
had and are having quantities of fruit 
from these trees, but it is inclined to 
be coarse and rough and the keeping 
qualities are not all that are to be 
desired. I think we would have had 
far better results if I had divided this 
amount of manure and made two, if 
not three, applications of it instead o 
one. I also think we would have had 
more satisfactory returns for the money 
inyested if I had used one-half of it 
for the barnyard fertilizer and the 
other half for some good commercial! 
fertilizer. 

‘Take another practical illustration. 
I was at our local packing house the 
other day where I noticed some very 
superior lemons that were being trans- 
ferred from one set of boxes to an- 
other—they were beautics—the finest 
lemons I had seen in a long time. I 
inquired who those came from. The 
answer was ‘from Mr. H.’ Now this 
Mr. H. is a neighbor of mine livi on 
a side hill near us. I do not thi he 
hes of commercial fer- 


than that which he gets in connection 
with his one horse and cow. He has 
had plenty of water and is an exceed- 
ingly hard-working man—gives his or- 
chard his individual attention. In other 
words he uses f. Wickson’'s formula 
of Will, Work and Water. Note the 
results."’ ‘

what a ‘prominent fruit man’ said to 
you.

deeply discussing the way to get the 
railroads to move the orange crop. 
Don't you believe the average farmer 
is averse to discussing farm matters 
with the worm editor of his favorite 
paper. He believes in his calling, and 
when he modestly demurs to giving in- 
formation it is just his way of saying 
“Coax me, and I will tell you some- 
thing worth while,” and he usually 
does. In all my travels I have found 
only one man who failed to respond 
cheerfully upon request for informa-: 
tion upon farm topics. He had an 
ancient grudge and aired it without 
stint. This speaks well for the farm- 
ers of Southern California, and I may 
take a little of their space right here to 
tell them that their cheerful and in- 
telligent help has had much to do with 
whatever success the farm page may 
have attained. The name of hayseed 
was never applied to a farmer of this 
favored section. He is often a univer- 
sity ‘man and always a man of good 
common sense. 


A Large Lemon Crop. 

_ I was told yesterday evening that 
the importers had ordered large car- 
goes of lemons on the strength of early 
frost reports from California. That 
they have made a mistake will appear 
later. It would have paid the Italian 
dealers wel] to have sent one of their 
number to this section that he might 
discover the true condition of the lemon 
crop now in bloom and set upon the 
trees.

FRUIT INTERESTS. 


Indorsement of Our Lemons. 

One section of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences maintains 
an agricultural experiment © bureau, in 
charge of Prof. S. M. Woodbridge. 
He is recognized as a competent chem- 
ist, and has given much time to the 
enalysis of California fruits. In 
speaking of the value of the California 
lemon, Mr. Woodbridge says: : 

It is with much amusement that we 
read of the dispatch from New York 
in regard to the relative intrinsic value 
of Sicily lemons, as compared = with 
California lemons, which analyses were 
caused to be made, and comments 


thereon were made by a New York 


broker in Sicily lemons, one 8. Saltta; 
to offset the receni and much-adver- 
tised tests made by.the Earl Fruit 
Company. His line of reasoning is an 
Argumentum ab Ignorantiam. The 
basis of his analyses and his com- 
ments were taken from the analyses 
of 300 lemons from Sicily and 300 lem- 
ons from California. This reminds us 
of the man of ancient Rome, who had 
a brick house to sell, and carried 
around a brick as a sample-of his 
house. Any one who has had the 
least experience with lemons knows 
perfectly well that they vary in size 
from an inch in diameter to four 
inches in diameter, or from about three 
inches in circumference to thirteen 
inches in circumference. Also, every 
one knows, who is at all familiar with 
the lemon business, that the per- 
centage of juice in the lemon, as well 
@s the percentage of acid in the juice 
depends upon the ripeness of, or cured 
condition of the lemon, under inves- 
tigati Another point which should 
be considered is the variety of lemon. 

lemon of Genoa, as grown in 
California, and of which there are 
but a few samples extant, produces 
under its best conditions, but 5 per 
cent. of citric acid; whereas the Lis- 
bon and Eureka lemons produce, when 
they are thoroughly ripened, or cured, 
from 8 to 9% per cent. of citric acid. 

N. W. Blanchard of Santa Paula 
sent the writer in October, 1896, a box 
of Eureka lemons which were about 
2% inches in diameter and green. 
These lemons were put away in a 
lemon-curing house and about every 
thirty days an analysis was made of 
some of them for several months. On 
receipt of the lemons the acid was only 
£45 per cent. The acid content con- 
tinued to rise until the following Au- 
cust, when it reached the high content 
of 9.32. per cent. In order to make a 
fair comparison of the _ relative in- 
trinsic value of any two kinds of lem- 
ons, it would be necessary to take 
lemons of about the same size and of 
about the same degree of ripeness, or 
those which were cured to about. the 
Same extent, and the comparison 
should be made in pounds and not in 
the number of lemons. Any one fa- 
millar with the growing of lemons 
knows that they are harvested for 
sizes and are never allowed to remain 
on the trees until they are ripe (at 
least this is the case in California,) 
for if left on the trees until ripened 
they would be of abnormal and unmer- 
chantable sizes. The only proper com- 
parison. therefore, to make would be 
to obtain the amount of citric acid 
frog. a certain number of pounds of 
lemons in the cured or ripened state 
with another equal amount of pounds 
of lemons in about the same cured or 
ripened state. 

Mr. Saitta attempts to show that 
California lemons contain but ¢.6 per 
cent. of acid and that the Sicily lemon 
contains 8.58 per cent. Thie is not as 
great a variation as Mr. Blanehard’s 
lemons show from the green state to 
the thoroughly cured state. As a ma 
ufacturer of the by-products of lemoge 
during a number of years,:I can state 
that the cull lemons which came to my 
factory contained an average of over §$ 
per cent. of citric acid. . 

The citric acid as found in the lem- 
ons in California is composed of six 
atoms of carbon, eight atoms of hydro- 
gen and seven atéms of oxygen. ae 

Mr. Saitta claims thet “The test 
brings out the point that the real 
value of the imported Sicily lemon ts 
the large amount of citric acid it con- 
tains. It has never been possible to 
grow lemons in California equal in this 
respect to those produced in Sicily be- 
cause of the absence of sulphur in t 
soil of California. The soil in Sic 
is impregnated with sulphur, which tm- 
parts to the 'emons grown there the 


this last assertion we would say that 
there is absolutely no sulphur or sul- 
phuric acid in the juice of the lemon 
as grown in California and that if the 
Sicily lemon contains an acid with a 
sulphur as a basis, it would contain 
sulphuric acid, which is the most cor- 
rosive and poisonous of all articles to 
the human or animal system, and if 
euch is the case the Sicily lemon should 
be avolied as dangerous and dele- 
terious to the public health.

Hurrah for Smith, 

It is refreshing to see a real Califor- 
nian in the columns of a New York 
trades paper. Two or three weeks ago 
a roller-desk rencher of Los Angeles 
wrote up the orange situation from 
the Redlands standpoint, and _ the 
“Notes” paid its respect to him and 
his screed. Now we i have a sure- 
enough rancher, who raises fruit, as 
well as writes about it, who has a let- 
ter in the Fruitmen’s Guide of the 
23d of February, concerning the Cali- 
fornia lemon cTop. Every word of it 
is true. A. B. Smith is the writer. 
He says: | 
_ “I see reports to the effect that im- 
porters are banking on a short lemon 
crop in California, and increasing their 
lines—all on a report of a freeze here 
that had knocked our lemons out en- 
tirely. If they could heve seen the 
orchards I saw in*my travels the last 
ten days, they would be a little shy 
of loading up very heavily. Our crop 
this year will exceed anything here- 
tofore, and it will be largely spring, 
summer and fall fruit. I will tell you 


why. 

“It is, firstly, beca 
not been injured exce in a few lo- 
calities. There was quite an acreage 
of lemons planted in localities sub- 
ject to frost, but these trees were 
budded over to oranges two and three 
years ago. With but few exceptions 


the crop has 


our present acreage is almost wholly 


free from fros Secondly, those or- 
chards which Are liable to frost can 
be. and most of them are. provided 
with means to absolutely protect 
them We are largely. adopting in 
many localities the plan of scattering 
through. the orchards wire baskets, 
about the size of a plug hat, loaded 
with’ kindling and about twelve pounds 
of coal. Im connection with the sys- 
tem we have an electrical device that 
rings a bell in your bedroom when- 
ever the temperature’ reaches the 
danger point. at is to say, at a 
temperature of 29, your bell will ring. 
You dress and call your men. If it 
gets 10 28 you commence to light the 
baskets. Usually this ctcurs about 3 
am. Very frequently five fires to the 
acte will spffice to raise the tempera- 
ture 4 deg.—or above danger point. If 
it grows colder and more fire needed, it 
is very short work to light more. 

“Very many localities like our own 
in San  imas, have never required 
even this protection. 

“The writer’s orchards are very 
free from frost. Still, I have the sys- 
tem installed for the same reason one 
carries fire insurance. As a matter of 
fact, I have never required it. I wish 
your eastern men, who are so worried 
about a California short crop of lem- 
ons could see our trees. They are 
heavily loaded with sound fruit from 
the size of a pea to 2% inches. An- 
other thing they want to remember, is 
that for three years past we have had 
to contend with dry winters, which 
reduce the lemon crop far more than 
the orange crop. This winter we had 
an eight-inch rain (five days) in No- 
vember, three rains in Januaty, and 
have just had a seven days’ storm. 
The ground is wet deeper than at any 
time since 1893. So you can see that 
we are strictly in it.” 


FARM AND RANGE. 
Problem of the Ranges, © 4 


[Spokesman-Review:] proble 
of the ranges is a large one, afd one 
that will take several years solve. 
We have just taken up this ase of 
the grass question in connection with 
the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, D. C. We are about to 
complete arrangements for a _ three | 
years’ experiment on the ranges of 
Eastern Washington. I am on my 
way to Sunnyside, where I shall ge- 
lect a quarter section for range tests. 
As this investigation is of vital im- 
portance I shall give the plans. 

“We are going to ascertain what the 
range lands will do when left alone. 
For this purpose we will fence a quar- 
ter section at one time covered with 
bunch grass, but now nearly bare, ex- 
cept for the weeds that the stock do 
not eat. We hope to ascertain whether 
the ranges will again be covered with 
the native grasses if the stock on them 
is reduced sufficiently, and also how 
long it will take to regrass them. A 
portion of the area under fence will be 
sown to about twenty kinds of grasses 
that we think are promising. We want 
to see if simply scattering the seed*is 
sufficient to establish them. Some. will 
be sown in the spring, some in the fall. 
Part of the area will be pastured and 
part kept free from stock. oe 

“Another area will be seeded and 
harrowed, and another smaller tract 
plowed, seeded and harrowed, the idea 
being to find out how much effort is 
necessary to establish these grasses on 
the ranges. We are well aware that it 
will not pay to plow the ranges, but if 
they can not be regrassed in any other 
way we want to know it.” 


Raising Tea in the South. 


A company chartered under the laws 
of South Carolina began, last week, to 
plant tea on 6000 acres of land pur- 
chased near, Charleston. Tea requires 
Fich soil for the best results, and, as 
little of the land on the proposed tea 
farm is in the best condition, only a 
small acreage.wil! be planted this year. 
Meanwhile all the land will be en- 
riched and next year 5000 acres will be 
planted. The company expects to raise 
at least 300,000 pounds a year for the 
American market. It is negotiating for 
other lands and expects to operate a 
very large tea farm. 

The results of these experiments will 
be watched with interest. It is already 
known that the tea plant will thrive in 
several Southern States, but the busi- 
ness has never been placed on paying 
basis. The experiments of Charles U. 
Shepard near Summerville, 8. C., and 
of others have proved that exception- 
ally good teas of the Chfhese and 
Japanese varieties may be grown in 
the South under the stimulus of high 
cultivation. It has also been shown 
apparently that the Assamese species 
will not thrive here. 

The main difficulty in the way of tea 
growing here is the lack of cheap labor. 
Even negro labor in the South costs at 
least five times as much as labor in the 
Orient. The cost of leaf picking alone 
would be 5 cents a pound higher in this 
country than in China or Japan. How 
then can tea growing be made profit- 
able here? 


Beware the Tree Peddler. 

{Roberts County (8. D.,) Banner:] 
Farmers should load up their guns for 
the “grafter’’ who is said to be invad- 
ing this part of the State, selling fruit 
trees. He contracts with the farmer, 
agreeing to receive his pay for the 
trees from a certain percentage of the 
fruit raised each year when they be- 
gin to bear, but the “catch” is in the 
order for the trees which the farmer 
is called upon to sign. In thirty days 
he is called upon to pay in cash for

Butter, 

Of course, we all like it, and like the 
good price it brings. The problem is 
to produce it. What is known as ba- 
cillus No. 41, says a writer in the New 
York Farmer, has been very success- 
fully used in a number of creameries 
for this purpose. it has been tested 
in cream good and poor, fresh and 
Stale, separated or raised by setting, 
and in different classes of creameries, 
and the result has been uniform. When 
added in the proper way, there has 
been an.improvement in the quality 
af buttef, though it will not make a 
gilt-eiged butter when it is not other- 
wise properly handled. In fact, the 
pleasant and desirable aroma and fla- 
vor of good butter are due to the 
presence in the cream of certain kinds 
of bacteria, but they are fewer in num- 
ber than the others. 

The object of ripening the cream be- 
fore churning is to develop those bac- 
teria, and they are to be found in June 
cream, while most liable to be absent 
in winter. Considerable effort has been 
made to insure the certainty of having 
these bacteria always present, and for 
this object what are known as butter 
cultures are used. 

They perpetuate these organisms in 
ripened cream, and some of it is saved 
at each churning to be added to the 
next. The souring is delayed, and the 
ripening of the cream may continue” 
longer than usual, the flavor being im- 
proved by the process. 


POINTS ON IRRIGATION. 

1 Action. | 
{Orange Judd Farmer:] Irrigation 
matters are prominent in Congress 
this winter, and it looks as though lib- 
eral appropriations may be made for 
promoting irrigation projects in the 
West. The preliminary, appropriation 
for the San Carlos reservoir in Ari- 
zona has passed the Senate, and the 
various other irrigation bills are being 
disc The one which is attract- 
ing most attention. and which un- 
doubtedly has great merit is that iIn- 
troduced by Congressman Newlands of 
Nevada. It provides that all money 
received from the sale of public lands 


in the 4 and semi-arid States be 
paid 1f a fund to be used in the con. 


struct of storage reservoirs. The 
fund will be known as the arid-land 
reclamation fund. When an irrigation 
project instituted under this law is 
completed the total cost will be divided 
pro rata per acre of lands to be irri- 
gated. The lands will then be subject 
to homestead entry limited to eighty 
acres each. The bill provides that the 
right to the use of water shall be per- 
petual. In case there should be enough 
water for additional private lands, the 
right to use such may be sold under 
the same conditions as though going 
with the government land. The pro- 
visions of this bill are very simple 
and obviate many of the objections 
urged against the national irrigation 
policy. It is a measure with which 
it would be difficult for any reasonable 
man to find fault. Suppose the irriga- 
thon works, such as building reservoirs, 
cost $20 pep acre. When the land is 
thrown o to entry each acre would 
be taxed $20, which amount can be 
paid in ten installments. As fast as 
the money is paid in, it is applied to 
the original fund for use in the con- 
struction cf additional reservoirs. In 
this way the money is used over and 


over again and much progress should 


be made in a small way in the re- 
claiming of arid lands. The _ senti- 


|ment in Congress seems to be favor-

THE APIARY. 
Increase of Bee Colon’es. 

It ig always safe to increise your col- 
onies no faster than the bees are stor- 
ing honey to support them, but we may 
increase much in advance of this, if we 
see proper to do so, and feed the r2- 
quired amount of stores to keep them. 
We usually can get what increas: w: 
want by natural swarming, but we can 
artificially increase much ahead of nat- 
ural swarming. The greatest increas» 
depends upon que@n rearing, and if we 
are successful in getting queens ready 
we can increate at a rapid rate. 

We should begin rearing qieens in 
the spring as early as possible, and 
start each colony from one frame nu- 
cleus, but we should not ben _ thus 
drawing on the colenies until they ae 
good and strong. and most frames con- 
taining brood. When colonies thus are 
strong, we can obtain an mMmrmen e 
amount of brood from them, by insert- 
ing empty frames of comb in the brood 
chamber, when the queen wiil fill them 
with eggs on short notice, an when thus 
filled add them to the nuclei, and th- 


result of attending strictly to the work 


we can attain more than doube the 
number of bees otherwise. 

We can do this without weakening 
the parent stock, and thus get the «xtra 
amount of brood over and above what 
the queen would have produced other- 
wise for want of room t> do her best 
laying. Queen rearing must be kept 
ahead at all times, and there is scarcely 
any limit to this, if we proceed prop- 
erly with the work. No trouble to at 
least make ten colonies from one, and 
have this one a good strong one at the 
end of the season. Strong colonies with 
exceptional queens wil! produce tw» 
frames of br , while store will but 
one.

SLADE’S RUBBER LEG. 


One of the Devices with which the 


Noted Spiritualistic Medium Tricked 
His Audiences, 


The editor of the Adrian (Mich.) Tel- 
egram relates the following interesting 
story of how he once exposed the me- 
dium, Slade: er 

Henry Slade was brought to Weston 
by a number of gentlemen who were in- 
terested in investigations along the line 
of spiritualistic seances, headed by W. 
H. Barett, photographer, in that town. 
It cost $250 for the seven or eight days 
that he was to demonstrate his slate 
writing powers for the edification of 
the experimenters. For the first four 
or five days he had the people of that 
town greatly excited. There was ho 
question about tbe wonderful things 
that he did. The most intelligent men 
of the city—lawyers, doctors, men who 
believed in Spiritualism, ahd men who 
were simply investigating, with a view 
of detecting the fraud, if any existed— 
all admitted that he accomplished feats 
in slate writine which to them seem:d 
miraculous. 

The editor of the Telegram, who was 
then editor of the Western World, met 
Mr. Slade and his manager frequently, 
and, while admitting e character of 
the surprising things <Che by Slade on 

surface, could not h~p but feel ‘rat 
there was a trick Somewhere in the pro_ 
ceedings. The Telegram man remem- 
bers of seeing the “precious” slate 
secured through the seances 


with Slade, in which prominent men

though not believing in the sptritual- 
istic part of it, had to admit that they 
could no explain. | 

It so happened, however, that the 
room over the office, facing the main 
street, occupied by Slade for his se- 
ances, adjoined a room in an annex, 
the floor of which was some six or 
eight inches lower than the floor of the 
room occupitd by Slade. ere was 
a door leading from Slade’s into the 
next room, but which was closed and 
locked, and the bed in Slade’s room 
pushed up against the door, so that it 
seemed no one could see into the room 
from that quarter. But this decor was 
a little short, leavi a space of nearly 
an inch under the door at the bottom. 
The hotel clerk remembered this door, 
and as all of Slade’s work was done 
under a table occupied by himself and 
the sitter, he went up stairs and, ly- 
ing down on the floor, peeped through 
this crack, under the bed, and as Silade’s 
table was directiy between the looker 
and the window, he was enabled to dis- 
tinguish every move made by the so- 
called medium. 

The whole thing was nothing more nor 
less than a sleight-of-hand foot trick. 
Slade wore loose slippers and had a 
long rubber leg, and without apparent y 
moving his body, his hands being held 
on those of the visitor on the table, 
he would slip his foot out of the s'ipper, 
catch the slate between his toes, and 
have it dancing all. about the table, ap- 
manipulated by the spirit~. 

he investigator would be told to hold 
the slate under the table, and Slade 
would grasp it in his toes and jerk it 
out of the trembling Spirittialist’s hands 
and throw it across the room with a 
bang. All these tricks served to im- 
press investigators with the power of 
the supernatural. 

The slate writing was easily done. 
The visitor placed his hands on the 
table, and Slade would put his teft hond 
on the visitor's to form “the necessary 
spiritualistic circuit,” then Slade would 
take the slate, on which the writer had 
written a letter to some departed friend 
and hold it under the table with his 
right hand to get the answer. His arm 
would be perfectly still, and it seemed 
impossible that he could do the writ- 
ing. But he would clamp the slate 
with his long, agile leg close up to the 
table and ho'd it there in position 
where he covld see it, while the visitor 
could not. Thus he would see the ques- 
tion and have his right hand write 
the answer. The writing was dong by 
a rapid finger movement which left his« 
arm motionless; and the average man 
in the presence of the supernatural, as 
he supposes, has that sort of a feline 
which a child might have in walking 
through a graveyard after night, conse- 
quently he would not notice the miprute 
details of the work, as Stade was con- 
stantly attracting his attention by re- 
marks that would cause him to look 
every little while to other parts of the

MINING NOTES. 

The Stockton (Cal.) Independent says 
that a big company has been organized 
to establish a cement factory ebout 
five miles this side of Tesle, on the 
line of the Corral Hollow Railroad. 
The Ruggles mine, near Grafton, New 
Hampshire, is said to be the oldest 
mica mine in the United States. It 
was orened about 1803. 
Thirty mining companies were regis- 
tered last year to operate in British 
Columbia, with a combined nominal 
capital of £4,321,500. 
A Randsburg (Cal.) report states 
that the Butte mine has had another 
-90d mill run, 50 1-3 tons of ore hav- 
ing yielded two bars of gold worth 
$4425, being at the rate of nearly $90 


ton. 

The Redding (Cal.) Searchlight says: 
“A fourth smelter is projected and will 
in all probability be constructed in 
Chasta county this year. The famous 
Balaklava mine near Kennet ie to 
be thoroughly exploited, adjecent 
properties consolidated therewith, and 
a smelter plant with a capacity of 2000 
tons erected. Behind the enterprise 
are such well-known financial kings as 
Millionaire J. B. Haggin, John Mackay 
and D. O. Mills.”

BORING FOR COCOANUT OTL. 

The following from the West Berke- 
ley Gazette, is an account of the most 
novel oll development yet attempted: 

“The El Dorado Oil Works of West 
Berkeley is about to try a new plan 
for the saving of a considerable part of 
their product which is annually wasted. 
Their plan is nothing more nor less 
than to bore in the ecarth for cocoanut 
oil. A large percentage of this oil, 
which is a valuable product, is lost 
every year by the drip and overflow 
from the machinery and from the 
heaps of stored cocoanuts where con- 
siderable oil is forced out by the heat 
of the sun. All this wasted oil soaks 
into the ground underneath the works. 
For years this waste has been going 
on until the soll now contains a very 
large quantity of costly fluid. This 
loss has always been considered irrem- 
ediable by the company until the other 
day when by accident the superintend- 
ent discovered a fact which makes him 
hopeful of recovering a large amount 
of the lost oil. It is the tntention to 
bore several shallow wells, and it is 
expected to regain by pumping sev- 
eral thousand dollars worth of oil.”

The State Senate has passed the new 
game law, with nothing much in the 
way of opposition, and every Los An- 
geles sportsman is congratulating © im- 
self and his fellows that the forty-two 
votes necessary to carry the measure 
through the Assembly, are promised 
and hedged round with cast-iron sure- 
ties. As The Times has set forth, the 
promised jaw was framed and fathered 
by those in the State who love sport 
for sport's sake. It places in the hands 
of the governing bodies of different 
sections the right to make ordinary 
regulations best suited to the climatic 
and vther conditions prevailing locally, 
but at the same time, it lays down 
certain fixed principles, the result of 
practical experience, which previous 
game regulations have lacked. The 
deer, the duck, the quail and the trout 
will have their due chance in the nat- 
ural order of things, and their open 
season will be fixed not as mistaken 
sportsmen wish it, but as nature de- 
mands, The increase of the penalty 
for tnfraction from misdemeanor. to 
felony is calculated to inculcate in the 
minds of the willful a holier regard of 
the law that is. Already Los Angeles 
sportsmen are moved by the fresh 
spirit infused and it is up to James 
Chapman, recently appointed game 
warden by the Board of Supervisors, to 
see to it that the best shooting in 
Los Angeles county is not destroyed 
utterly by the horde of unprincipled 
pot hunters and would-be sportsmen 
that take advantage of the close of 
each season to accomplish unhindered 
a wholesale slaughter of the quail of 
the mesas and the duck on the laguni- 
tas along the cozst.

STATE’S NEW LAW DISCUSSED BY 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


a 


County Assessor Finds Out What to 
Do in Not Assessing = -clesiastical 
Holdings—Churches May Use Their 
Buildings as Heretofore. 


When the constitutional amendment 
exempting church property in this 
State from taxation carried at the last 
general election, the duties of county 
assessors underwent certain changes. 
They are now being advised every- 
where as to their course of action as 
officials in view of the new law. 

Assessor Alex Caldwell, be- 
seeching the District Attorney of this 
county what to do and not to do, has 
brought down on his head a sixteen- 
page type-written communication from 
Chief Deputy Wilbur, in which the 
matter is exhaustively discussed. 

The language of the newly-adopted 
amendment is as follows: “All build- 
ings and so much of the real property 
upon which they are situated as may be 
required for the convenient use and 
occupation of said buildings, when the 
same are used solely and exclusively 
for religious worship, 
from taxation; provided, that no bulld- 
ings so used which may be rented for 
religious purposes, and the rent re- 
ceived by the owner thereof, shall be 
exempt from taxation.” 

WILBUR OPINES. 

“in arriving at the meaning of this 
section,”’ begins Mr. Wilbur, “and at 
the construction which will be ultt- 
mately placed thereon when the case 
is brought before the Supreme Court, 
the language used therein, and its 
ordinary signification, is of primary 
importance, and it is proper also to 
consider the policy or purpose which 
led to the adoption of such an amend- 
ment, and also the construction placed 
upon similar laws and constitutions 
in other States, wherein the same, or 
similar, language is used, for where 
language is used in any law or con- 
stitution which has been judicially 
construed in other States, such con- 
struction is of great. importance in 
arriving at the inten of the people 


in the acoption of the same language. 


in a subsequent constitution or law. 

“The general purpose in adopting 
the amendment to the Constitution 
was no doubt to exempt the churches, 
as now used for religious worship in 
this State, and to so limit the ex- 
emption that the same should not be 
made the means of defrauding the 
State into exempting property where 
such use was not bona fide. 

“In mahy States the exemption of 
church property is also conditioned 
upon the ownership by the church 
corporation of the property itself. The 
above amendment makes no such con- 
dition, leaving the exemption to be 
determined, entirely by the use to 
which the property is put, aside from 
those cases in which the owner of the 
property derives a rental from the per- 
sons holding such worship on such 
premises. The policy above indicated 
is, we think, the policy to be adopted 
by the Assessor in making his assess- 
ments.” 

IN OTHER STATES. 

The language “solely and exclusivély 
used for religious worship” is then dis- 
cussed. In Colorado, Wyoming, 
tana and Alabama, where church prop- 
erty is exempted from taxation, the 
law is couched in similar or identical 
janguage. In Illinois “‘all church 
property actually and exclusively used 
for public worship’’ read the statutes; 
in Georgia “places of religious wor- 
ship.”” The Constitution of Kentucky 
exempts “places actually used for re- 
ligious worship, with the grounds;”’ 
the Constitytion of Missouri, “property 
used ‘exclusively for religious wor- 
ship;” the Constitution of Pennsyl- 
vania, “actual places of religious wor- 


ship;” the Constitution of Ohio, 
“houses used exclusively for public 
worship.” 


Not only ts it true that the word 
“exclusively,” in reference to the use, 
is contained in almost every exemp- 
tion of church property from taxation 
throughout the United States, but 
where the term ts not specifically used 
in the statute, it is construed as 
though such word were used. 

ABOUT CHURCH SOCIALS. 

In reference to the effect of the in- 
cidental use of church buildings for so- 
cials. entertainments or services other 
than those that can be strictly classed 
as worship, but very few cases have 
been coneidered by the courts. “‘The 
cases that have been considered,” says 
Mr. Wilbur, “are largely those in 
which some exaggerated claim for ex- 
emption hes been made; such, for in- 
stance, aS an attempt to procure ex- 
emption of a parsonage because praer 
services were held tn euch building, or 
to secure the exemption of residences 
of priests or other church officers, on 
the ground that one or more of the 
rooms in the building are used for the 
purpose of religious wership.” 

In short, however, it appears. that 
churches may proceed in the future 
with reference to their entertainments 
as they have done In the past, with- 
out risk of losing their exemption. 
Such seems to have been the intent of 
our legislators—not to curtail! eburch 
and religious work, but to foster it.

KINNEY’S PLAINT. 
WATER COMPANY SUED. 


The Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany was made defendant yesterday in 
a $25,000 damage suit begun by Abbot 
Kinney. a stockholder in the old Mer- 
ald Publishing Company. 

The suit has to do with a sudden 
change of policy which the Herald un- 
derwent over three years ago. 

In March, 1897, Kinney alleges in his 
complaint, he owned a controlling in- 
terest in the 987 shares of the publish- 
ing company’s capital stock of 1000 
shares, and disposed of 61 per cent. of 
it to certain trustees of the water 
company. The interest he himeelf re- 
tained was aAlnety-nine shares. At 
ihe time of the transfer the polizy of 
the Herald newspaper was distinctly 
Democratic, says Kinney, and empihat- 
ically in tavor of the municipal owner- 
ship of the waterworks whereby the 
city derives its domestic water, sup- 
plies, marked agitation over tue 
question was in full swing at that 
time, which resulted tinally in the ap- 
pointment of a board of arbitrators to 
ascertain the value of the company's 
works with a view to purchase by the 
city. The great majority of the read- 
ers of the Herald, says Kinney, were 
in favor of the municipal waterworks, 
although the company’s selling price 
was put at about $3,000,000 and the 
price the city was willingeto pay was 
about $1,000,000. 

Now, Kinney alleges. the wate? com- 
pany acquired a controlling interest in 
the Herald to stem the tide of public 


nicipal water. A new directorate was 
made up and the paper's former policy 
was reversed. This course of procedure, 
it ig alleged, became so obnoxious to 
the readers of the paper that the sub- 
scription lists mightily dwindled, the 
corporation's. stock shrunk in value, 
and but very little remunerative busi- 
ness could be transacted. ‘In fact," 
says Kinney in his pleadings, “the de- 
fendants sacrificed the inter- 
ests of the Herald company and its 
stockholders to protect the interest of 
the water cempany.” 

Then he begins to figure out how 
much it cost him for owning ninety- 
nine shares, with the water company in 
control. When he let the company in, 
he says, the stock he retained was 
worth about $7000, and alleges that but 
for the company’s Management and 
policy would now be worth about $15,- 
000.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
CANDIED CHESTNUTS. A recent 
rt »« Consul Covert of Lyons on 
this subject causes the New York. 
Tribune to remark that “some of the 
most inviting products of the confec- 
tioner’s art have for their basis the 
meat of a nut. Countless are the pal- 
ates which have been tickled by the 
saccharated goober, almond and Eng- 
lish walnut. Then there is the mar- 
rons glaces, or candied chestnut. This, 
on account of its high price and com- 
parative scarcity, is not so well known 
as some of these other preparations, at 
least in America. In France the case 
ie somewhat different... Over there the 
chestnut is mor abundant and more 
pular. Writing from Lyons ‘to the 
tate Department at Washington a few 
weeks azo Consul Covert remarked 
that he hed seen scores of boxes of 
marrons glaces in a warehouse in that 


ye city directed to the United States, to 


South America and to European cities. 
He could not help wondering why the 
Dusiness of preparing these delicious 
objects had not been transplanted to 


The following .- 


| rte own country. ‘As sugar is 50 per 


cent. cheaper in the United States than 
in France,’ he said, ‘and as machinery 
would certainly replace human labor, 
the American candied product would 
soon undersell that of France.’ Some 
idea of the extent of the industry may 
be derived from the statement that 
there are establishments all over 
France where chestnuts are prepared, 
and that the principal one in Lyons 
handles over 25,000,000 pounds a year. 
Were the total output of the country 
only twenty times this amount the ag- 
gregate would be formidable. In the 
United States marrons giaces retail for 
from $1 to $1.50 a pound, but in France 
they sell for about 45 cents. Even at 
that price the product § represents a 
very large sum of money annually, and 
this fact entirely ignores the immense 
consumption of chestnuts raw, roasted 
on coals, boiled with celery, roasted in 
sealed pots and employed as dressing 
for turkeys, geese, chickens and game. 

“In certain parts of France, in what 
are called ‘Schist lands,’ chestnuts are 
very abundant, and other food is rela- 
tively scarce. The nuts are there 
boiled, pulverized and eaten. like 
mashed potatoes. They are also 
roasted, as in America. Nine or ten 
of these roasted chestnuts are sold for 
a cent, and as they are as big as horse 
chestnuts that number is enough for 
a hearty luncheon. 

“The process employed at the factory 
visited by Mr. Covert is doubtless much 
the same as that resorted to elsewhere, 
although there may be differences i 
mere matters of detail. 

“The nuts are first peeled and boiled 
in cle@r water. It is then feasible to 
remove the skin. The meats are now 
placed in a syrup perfumed with Mexi- 
can vanilla. Thé Mexican article is 
said to retain its flavor better than any 
other. Ordinarily the nuts remain in 
the syrup only three days. At the end 
of that period they are usually taken 
out to drain, coated afresh pith a little 
vanilia and packed in pretty boxes for 
shipment. Sometimes, however, they 
are sold in sealed jars containing syrup, 
and thus look like canned plums. 

“Scores of varieties of chestnuts are 
grown in France, but they are all class- 
ified as either marrons or chataignes. 
The marron is not only the larger of 
the two, but it has an undivided meat. 
whereas the chataigne is composed of 
several sections, each of which is en- 
veloped in a skin that detracts from its 
value. Among the chataignes the best 
is probably the Exalade, but the trees, 
while very productive, are soon *ex- 
hausted. The Pealone is another ex- 
cellent chataigne. Its flavor is good 
and the skin is readily removed. Mr. 
Covert enumerates over a dozen va- 
rieties of marrons, but nounces the 
Marron de Lyon the cholcest. Its fruit 
is large, its shell thin and the skin is 
light. No one kind is more susceptible 
of preservation than another, but they 
Should all be treated while -fresh. If 
they once become dry and hard they 
are unsuitable for confectionery, but 
may be ground into flour for food. Te 
keep chestnuts from drying they are 
sometimes buried in the sand. 

“Marron trees become good produc- 
ers in about ten years. They ought to 
be planted fully twenty feet apart. If 
placed nearer they do not yield so well. 
The trees require no special] care, being 
very hardy, but they flourish better on 
gravelly land or shale than in a calcar- 
eous soll. Mr. Covert says there are 
many place in the United States—along 
Lake Erie, near Cleveland, r in- 
stance— where the ground is admir- 


ably suited to the growth of marron 
trees.”

TRON AND STEEL. 


HOME CONSUMPTION ENORMOUS. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, March 7.—Diecussing the con- 
dition of the fron and steel trade, the Iron 
Age says: “Evidence of the enormous home 
consumption of this country is pouring in 
from day to day and its a surprise to the most 
sanguine. For the time being it disposed of 
the doubts as to the possible effect of a 
sharp decline in our iron and steel export 
business. Nothing has been heard as yet in 
regard to this season's ore prices, but ap- 
parently the trade has gone ahead with little 
reference to what decision may fnally be 
reached. While the heavy buying of pig tron 
for steel-making pu seems to have ex- 
hauated itself, the large consumers being cov- 
ered, there has been heavy trading in foundry 
pig iron. The leading firms of pig iron mer- 
chants report that their sales have aver- 
aged close to 10,000 tons per day lately. Not 
only the principal melters of tron, like the 
cast-iron shops and the malleable iron found- 
ers, have been contracting for delivery be- 
yond the middie of the year, but the great 
mass of small founders, too, have been plac- 
ing orders. This applies more particularily to 
all the leading interior markets, tide-water 
points having been relatively quiet. Prices 
have advanced from 75 cents to §1 per ton 
above the lowest point quietly made early. in 
February and the masket closes firm. The 
large steel concerns seem to have turned to 
meiting stock for a further supply of raw 
material and a good deal of activity is re- 
ported in scrap and old steel rails. The steel 
market is still very large, and premiums are 
quite generally paid for prompt delivery over 
pool prices. It is possible that the billet as- 
sociation may this week decree that the lag- 
ging ‘‘official’’ prices catch up with the mar- 
ket. The tendency of prices in rolled steel 
is distinctly upward, and if con may 
force the United States Steel Corporation 
when it takes hold to face a series of rela- 
tively high prices. There is talk of lifting 
steel plates another $2 per ton and pipe has 
already gone up 2% per cent. The domestic 
consumption finished material continues 
extraordinary. As an example the fact may 
be quoted that dvring February, a short 
month, the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany received specifications aggregating 160,-. 
600 tonsa, the heaviest month in its history. 
Like information comes from the plate milis, 
the structural shops, the sheet mills, and the 
bar milis. Our reports from the various dis- 
tributing markets indicate that work is still 
coming up tn a flow, so that employment up 
to the middie of the year is well assured. 
The spring trade this year is certainly ex- 
ceptionally active in ail heavy lines. We 
shall not, there, for some time to come, feel 
the decline In the export tradein tron and steel.

The former famous dairies 
of the northern part of this county and 
southern San Luis Obispo county have 
nearly regained their producing capace 
ity of a few years ago, ani, having 
been replenished with new stock, have 
very bright futures.

GRACEFUL FASHIONS LATELY 
REVIVED. 

There is no doubt that the fashion 
for woman's dress of the year 1830 was 
charming, though overdone. The leg- 
of-mutton siceve was graceful, but a 
littie too large; the shoulders were 
prettily displayed above a line of fine 
lace, but the line was too horizontal 
In evening dress it made the gown ap- 
pear to be slipping off the shoulders. 
The nape of the neck was left wholly 
exposed, and the hair was drawn up to 
the top of the head and down in front 
in a strained mode. The wide, full 
dress skirts were a little too short, for 
they displayed the ankles; the lace col- 
larettes and capes were too straight. 
The bodice was too plain, and the 
waist lines were poor. Still, 
the whole dress was pretty, and the 
modes all deserved the revival they 
have had during the last few yearse—a 
revival which is, after all, rather sur- 
prising. for it extends even to the de-_

talls—for instance, ermine and chin- 
chilla, the furs of 1630, and osprey 
feathers and aigrettes, and point ap- 
plique and similar laces. Our modern 
adoption of these modes was not in 
extreme. Our jeg-of-mutton slecves 
were not stiffened with whalebones nor 
stuffed with down pillows. Our skirts 

were longer, and we had beautiful and 
useful capes, instead of scarfs and 
shawls, and we had not the same un- 
gainly form of hairdressing. 


One curious and yet graceful orna- |. 


ment of the fashion of 1820 to 1840 we 
did not revive. I refer to the feron- 
niere, or band around the head, from 
which depended a jewel or ornament 
over the middle of the forehead, as 
may be seen in scores of portraits. 
With the smoothly banded or ringleted 
hair it gives to every countenance a 
curiously submissive look, as if the 
jewel were hung on a siave—it is, I be- 
lieve, an orienta] fashion. This feron- 
niere was often composed of fine goid 
Venetian chain; sometimes also of 
black velvet ribbon, of fine vines of 
artificial flowers, of silken cord, or 
strings of beads. 

By 1837 the style of the gown was 
slightly changed. The bodice became 
pointed and the waist smaller; the 
sleeves also were smaller, and a pele- 
rine was worn tight-drawn over the 
folded arms. The skirts were longer. 


‘The girlish portraits of Queen Vic- 


toria show these modes. Bows of rib- 
bon down the dress front and large 
oval brooches were all the fashion. 
Muffs, bouquets, fans, parasols all were 
smaller, and a general skimpiness of 
costume prevailed—a forerunner of the 
meek and mild type of the modes which 
were established and beloved in the 
year 1840.
